The increase in the number of mercury reports from FY 00 to FY 01 is primarily due to a change in procedure were an EER Incident Report is completed for all mercury 
related calls. The majority of mercury reports include releases from broken thermostat switches, broken household and lab thermometers, and requests from private citizens to 
recycle elemental mercury found in containers at residences. On-Scene responses include air monitoring, small quantity cleanups, and collection of elemental 

mercury and mercury containing devices for recycling.

Total of 1806 Drug Lab Material Reports were received via the MDNR 24-Hour Environmental Emergency Spill line. 
The table represents when the labs were reported to the MDNR 24-Hour Environmental Emergency Spill line. It does 
not represent when the drug labs were discovered/seized by law enforcement officials. The large spike in the month of 
February was due to one Clandestine Drug Lab Collection Station processing a backlog of paperwork for approximately 
250 labs processed over several previous months.
